w ary of State John Foster Dulles 
that the United States’ program of 
friendship with them has been the 
big northern neighbor’s “ most sol­ 
id and dependable policy.” 
“The friendly association of 
American states is the oldest for­ 
eign policy of the United States 
and it is still our most solid and 
dependable policy,” he said in a 
brief airport statement on his ar­ 
r iv a l for the 20-nation conference. 
The first day's program of the 
meeting was confined to formal­ 
ities—a 
preliminary organization 
session in the morning and an af­ 
ternoon plenary session with Vene­ 
zuelan President Marcos Jimenez 
extending the welcome. 
The conference is expected to 
last three to five weeks. 
Venezuela took extraordinary se­ 
curity measures to prevent a re­ 
currence of the rioting in which 
*om e 1,500 persons were killed dur­ 
ing the last Inter-American Con­ 
ference, in Bogota, Colombia, in 
April 1948. Communists were blam­ 
ed for that outbreak.

Nehru Asks 
U.S. Withdraw 
Its Observers 


NEW DELHI, India 
MPV—Prime 
Minister Nehru called today for 
withdrawal of American 
observ­ 
ers from the U. N. cease-fire team 
in disputed Kashmir because of the 
new ll. S. program of arms aid to 
Pakistan. 
Nehru asserted 
in 
Parliament 
such American aid to the other 
contender for Kashmir “ is a form ^ 
of intervention in the dispute be 
tween India and Pakistan” over 
the Himalayan state. 
The American 
observers, 
who 
help supervise the U. N. truce be­ 
tween Indian and Pakistani troops'1 
in Kashmir, “can no longer be re- I 
garded by us as neutrals in this 
dispute,” the premier asserted. 
At the end of 1953 the United 
States had 14 observers and head­ 
quarters officers on the 48-member 
U. N. military mission. A U.S. Air 
Force C47 transport plane and its 
crew also are available to the U.N. 
for supply 
and 
communications 
work with the mission. 
Opening his review on the aid I 
to Pakistan which he previously 
had bitterly assailed, Nehru an­ 
nounced what amounted to a rejec­ 
tion 
of

Eisenhower’s 
offer of similar arms aid for India. 
He made public a letter to the 
U. S. President, replying to Eisen­ 
hower’s letter la*t week. In it he 
said his government would eon- 1 
tinue to follow its present policies 
“ which are based on a desire for 
peace.” Present Indian policy in- I 
eludes refusal to accept foreign 
military aid.

Philly Blast 
Leaves Death 
Toll O f Five 
PHILADELPHIA UU — Five per­ 
sons, including three children in 
a neighborhood luncheonette, were j 
killed last night when a violent ex­ 
plosion destroyed two buildings in 
South Philadelphia. 
A 17-ycar-old girl, Ruby Mosley, 
trapped for six hours in a public 
telephone booth under the moun­ 
tain of rubble, escaped unharmed. 
Twenty others, including four fire­ 
men, were injured. 
The blast, of undetermined or­ 
igin, occurred in one of the most 
densely populated 
areas 
of 
the 
city Deputy Fire Chief George E. 
Mink said it was “ amazing” that 
the death toll was not higher. 
The roofs of two adjoining three- 
story brick buildings were lifted 
into the air, turned halfway around 
and dropped on the rear of the 
structures. Not a wall was stand­ 
ing when 
firemen 
arrived 
and 
flames licked at the pile of debris. 
Some 500 persons were routed from 
their homes and Red Cross author­ 
ities estimated 50 families were 
sheltered for the night. 
'Hie buildings housed the lunch­ 
eonette and an adjoining jewelry 
store. The upper stories contained 
apartments. 
The victims included the propri­ 
etor of the luncheonete, Isadore 
Pearlrnan, 50, 
and 
three 
young 
customers. The bodies 
of 
Bruce 
Schwartz, 9, and Salvatore Bala­ 
dine, 6, were found under the soda 
fountain. The body of 15-year-old 
Marie Marone was nearby. 
The fifth victim was Mrs. Fanny 
Rudolph, 45, who lived in an apart­ 
ment above the jewelry store. Her 
husband Samuel, 45, suffered cuts 
and bruises.

Top that off 
with at least one or two secondary 
matters reported building up steam 
and you should have a fairly good 
idea of what may be cooking for 
City Council’s regular m e e t i n g 
Tuesday night. 
As far as ready solutions go, 
things have grown no happier 
since the lawmakers last met on 
Feb. 16. Since that time the city 
has been firmly tossed for a loss 
on the bypass issue, and an ef­ 
fort to start doing something 
about the community’s fire pro­ 
tection was likewise nullified. 
In a letter that held barbs sharp 
enough to draw statewide attention 
over the weekend, State Highways 
Director S. O. Linzell rejected the 
city’s offer to “ consent” to t h e 
Route 23 bypass plan providing the 
state pays for everything. Linzell 
in a letter to Council warned that 
Circleville will have to face i t s 
“ responsibility. . . .with 
o t h e r 
cities of Ohio.” 
And 
in 
another thinly veiled 
warning he emphasized the c i t y 
will have only itself to blame 
if 
Route 23 is improved to four lanes 
north and south of the community 
—while the bypass debate c o n ­ 
tinues here. In this regard, t h e 
highways chief was repeating what 
other state officials had said here 
several times before. 
* • • 
IN COLUMBUS last weekend, 
I.inzell’s letter to Circleville was 
described as being a tipoff on the 
department’s “tougher” attitude to­ 
ward communities that fail to co­ 
operate with the state’s highway 
planning. It was not immediately 
clear here what Council will 
be 
walling to do about it Tuesday 
night. 
Bypass supporters found only a 
glimmer of hope in a weekend wire 
dispatch describing plans to have 
Route 23 improved to four lanes 
through Pickaway County. T h e y 
fear the announcement was based 
on a previous plan set aside by 
Council, providing for a token pay­ 
ment of $10,000 by the city tow ard 
costs of the bypass. That p l a n 
stipulated the city would also help 
maintain the new route through the 
city’s western fringe. 
Linzell himself said he was “ dis­ 
appointed” when he learned 
this 
plan had been discarded in favor 
of the state-paya-all proposal. The 
warning between the lines of his 
letter was the strongest yet receiv­ 
ed from the state on the long dead­ 
lock here over the re-routing plan. 
At Tuesday’s meeting Council 
Is expected to proceed with steps 
to improve the city’s fire pro- 
tection, with a special election to 
authorize funds looming high on 
the horizon later this year. A de­ 


bate on fire protection took up 
most of Council’s last session. 
Individual Councilmen have also 
disclosed t h e y hoped to have t h e 
City t a k e action toward merger of 
Circleville^ h e a l t h department 
with that of Pickaway County. Such 
a merger has been recommended 
by the Pickaway C o m m u n i t y 
Health Council, but weekend re­ 
ports hinted strongly the plan is 
doomed—for the time being at least 
—at the county end. 
The key county group consider­ 
ing the matter, the district health 
advisory council, was reliably re­ 
ported to be firmly opposed to any 
such action at this time. The county 
health group is scheduled to meet 
Monday, and advance reports were 
the plan will be rejected before 
City Council can act. 
City officials have again quietly 
warned the lawmakers that codifi­ 
cation of the city ordinances is long 
overdue, and steps to have them 
reviewed and indexed — to permit 
easy reference from time to time 
—may get approval Tuesday night. 
Before he left office last Fall, 
Mayor Ed Amey predicted s u c h 
action would soon have to be taken 
to avoid confusion in city c o u r t 
records and police law enforce­ 
ment.

Dead Burglar 
Is Linked To 
Murder Trial 
MANSFIELD (*v-The suicide of 
a burglar today was injected into 
the first-degree murder trial of 
Max Sternbaum. 
The case was that of Lewis Mor­ 
ris of Lexington, Ohio, who shot 
and killed himself when trapped in 
a Mansfield laundry the night of 
Dec. 6, 1952. Sternbaum, on trial 
in the death of his wife, Leah, 31, 
claims both were attacked by bur­ 
glars the night of Dec. 3. 
Paul J. Martin, identification of­ 
ficer for the Mansfield police de­ 
partment, showed the court a pic­ 
ture taken of Morris at the morgue. 
The man was wearing khaki pants, 
brown work shoes and an Army 
field jacket. 
Sternbaum had said one of his 
attackers wore khakis. 
When 
Morris’ 
clothing 
was 
brought into court today, Stern­ 
baum asked his lawyer, Paul M. 
Herbert, to get a pair of soiled 
pigskin gloves from the jacket. 
He tried them on and Herbert 
said he told him, “ these are mine.” 
Martin also testified Sternbaum’s 
Clothing, worn 
the night of his 
wife’s death, had been sent to the 
FBI to check blood stains, but no 
report was given. 
The

claims 
Sternbaum 
clubbed his wife to death so he 
would be free to marry Miss Marg- 
accl-1 aret Rozenman of Tiffin.

AIR CONDITIONING BOOM 
AMONG THE INDUSTRIES 
that 
are 


expected to show a marked upward trend 


in production and sales in the months im ­ 
m ediately ahead is air conditioning. For | 


years installations of permanent type and 


window air conditioners have been mount- j 
ing, and this m ay prove to be air condi­ 
tioning’s all-out year. 
Last Summer, though air conditioning j 
sales set new marks, factories had produc­ 
ed so heavily in anticipation of demand 
that som e inventories remained burden- I 
som e. But manufacturers and dealers alike 
are confident the story will be different 
this Summer. 
Air conditioning is passing through the 
phase the automobile w as in 35 years ago, 
or radio a quarter century ago. Its desir­ 
ability is now universally recognized, and 
year by year more people a v a i l them ­ 
selves of its boons. But in every new in­ 
dustry there com es a year when it seem s 
an impatient demand springs up spontane­ 
ously that boosts sales to astronomical 
heights. 
Som etim es production cannot be main­ 
tained at this peak level in subsequent 
years, but technological advances c o m e 
into play as a powerful sales stimulant. 
This m ay be that year in air conditioning. 
In any event, executive^ in the industry 
are convinced that the peak year has not 
been passed. If this is not lt^then it will 
be next year or the year following. 
Perhaps in time, as one manufacturer 
confidently predicts, the home without air 
conditioning will be as outmoded as is the 
home without plumbing today. What is 
certain is that it will be a greater novelty 
than it is today. 


CIGARETTE MONEY 
AN OCCASIONAL story from W ashing­ 
ton still refers to im provem ent in the eco­ 
nomic condition of the populace as a re­ 
sult cf the January I token reduction in in­ 
com e tax levies. Because the governm ent’s 
“ take ’ is generally reduced IO per cent, 
everybody is presumed to have a pocket­ 
ful of ready cash, which will im m ediately 
flow into retail trade. 
To m ake things still better, there is talk 
of increasing personal exemptions from 
$000 to $700 or even $800. That, according 
to som e bureaucrats and Congressmen, 
would be going whole hog to do something 
for the people. 
It has already become apparent to the 
average citizen how much he will save on 
his income tax as a result of the January I 
reduction. Actually, it amounts to a dollar 
a week or less for most persons. And a dol­ 
lar hardly goes as far these days as it d id 
when Washington threw one a c r o s s the 
river.

What is a Communist? 
1. A Communist is a m em ber of t h e 
Communist Party of the United States or 
its numerous front organizations; 
2. One m ay be regarded as still a Com­ 
munist who once joined the Party or i t s 
front organizations but who has taken no 
overt steps to disassociate him self f r o m 
the affiliation. Ample means exist to estab- j 
bsh bona fide disassociation; 
3. A person m ay be regarded as pro-Com- 
munist who prefers the Marxist-Leninist 
concept of life and so proclaims; 
4. A person may be regarded as p r o- j 
Communist who has for any reason what­ 
soever acted as an agent of the Soviet Uni- j 
versal State in any country but particularly I 
in the United States even if he never join- j 
ed the Communist Party. 
These definitions I believe to be all-in­ 
clusive. When they are expanded to include 
persons with whom any of us disagree on ; 
particular issues, they become ridiculous, j 
To say that Earl Warren is a Communist 
or supported Communists is without rea­ 
son. It is such absurd positions that have 
resulted in the equally untenable attitude 
of the radio and television industries which j 
define a controversial person as anyone 1 
about whom someone has said something 
disagreeable concerning his political views. 
When m en and women are not permitted 
to work because of an uninvestigated, un- i 
answered reference to an individual, then 
a grave injustice can be done. E very hu- I 
man being must have an opportunity to de- I 
fend him self against charges of any kind 
in the United States. 
Walter Wmchell once invented the word, 
Hatriot, and this tour de force represents 
a type of person who does not study, does 
not analyze, does not establish a premise 
but em otes with hatred. It is dangerous in 
any fight, in any m ovem ent to give the en­ 
em y a propagandistic opportunity to h i t 
back because of a careless array of un­ 
checked data or because of uninvestigated 
descriptions of persons, som e of whom 
may even be on your side but utilize dif­ 
ferent methods.

Praising the sensational public 
response to the latest visit of the 
bloodmobile, and outlining other 
vital services handled here and 
nationally by the Red Cross, the 
organization's Pickaway County 
chapter issued a summary Mon­ 
day of its more important activi­ 
ties.

Free 
blood in Berger hospital and other 
central Ohio hospitals is but one of 
the free services of Red Cross,

program. There are IOO Red Cross 
volunteers to every paid 
worker. 
The local Pickaway County Chap­ 
ter has but one paid worker— Mrs. 
Charles Mowery Jr ., who is on call 
seven days every 
week 
and 
24 
hours of every day. The president 
of Red Cross is a full-time volun 


teer who receives no salary. 


Services to the Armed Forces 
and Veterans: 
The Pickaway 
County Chapter j 


is the official link between the man I 
or woman rn the armed services 
and the family at home. The mat­ 
ter of granting leaves 
and fur­ 
loughs is entirely in the hands of 
the military. However the quick re­ 
sponse to a wire of inquiry about a 
soldier's family at home may en- I 
able that soldier to be granted a 
furlough 
in 
record 
time. 
Com­ 
manding officers will not usually { 
allow any soldier to take the next 
train home after he receives a let- j 
ter 
of 
distress from 
his 
home. I 
Verification of health from the doc- ; 
tor is returned by rapid wire. 
Release from the services is only 
in the hands of the military. The 
local secretary may help with the j 
preparation of necessary papers, I 
but Red Cross can enter the pic­ 
ture only to provide verified infor- j 
mation about the home conditions. 
All of the Fed Cross chapters of 
our neighboring counties provide 
Red Cross Volunteer service to the 
Veteran’s Hospital at Chillicothe. | 
Plans are now underway for the : 
Pickaway County Chapter to help 
with this service too. 
The Red Cross Blood Program: 
The quick and sure availability 
of blood and blood products means 
life to many thousands of men and 
women and 
children.

hospital alone, Pickaway Countians 
have been receiving an increased 
! amount of free blood. In 1950, only 
7 pints were used. In 1953, 225 pints
